David Detmold

Police Response to calls on August 29/30, 2016 prior to 4th Street Fire

Detmold: I have lived through a number of fires in the past 30 years, it’s always a shock to residents. It seems there have
been lots of improvements to upgrade residents in the area. This is the closest a fire has gotten to me. Would like to learn
from this to prevent this form happening again. Would like to find out what could have been done differently to prevent this
from happening? Wondering if the neighborhood needs to know more if they need to deal with this individual again or
someone like him, what do they need to do?

Dodge: | did do more research after David left my office. David brought more info to my attention that | wasn’t aware of.
(Details of the incident was given). Unfortunately nothing differently could have been done due to only having two people
on duty.

Detmold: Once the fire broke out, it was all hands on deck

Dodge: In the future, do what you did, call. Unfortunately there are things out of our control.

Detmold: Knowing history of a person, can you act on it without seeing him?

Dodge: Disturbing the peace, can only act if police see it, but residents can take the person to court

Jean Hebden: Does Service Net bear any responsibility for this? Feels Community Policing Officer should have noticed the
irrational behavior of the individual in days leading up to the event. Doesn’t feel this should have gotten this far.

Kuklewicz: Police need to be notified. Contact the Chief of Sergeants and tell them what’s going on
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Hebden: We need to feel safe and now we’ve been kicked off the drug task force.

Elan: Surprised only 2 people on duty at 1 time. Encourage the board to do what it needs to be done to increase staff.
Service Net not typical behavior. Explains how any person who feels threatened can go to court on a person if they feel their
life is threatened.

Don Clegg: The person was out on bail, why wasn’t he put in protective custody?

Dodge explains there was nothing that night they could have done to put the person away. Dodge explains how mutual aid
works and if needed others will be called in.
